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Brothers In Farms

Who says history’s dead? 

The Lehigh Valley’s Moravian heritage lives and 
breathes in five chums who are hoping to replicate 
an 18th century colonial farm and live there 
self-sufficiently in 1988. 

They call themselves the Christiansbrunn 
Brotherhood after a farming — settlement 
established near Nazareth in the mid 1700s, and for 
the past several years have tenant farmed, made 
their own pottery, woven their own homespun 
colonial-style linen clothing, and shown off their 
skills at crafts shows. 

Now the Brothers, many of whom are gay, are 
searching for a farm of their own and more 
members who share values of self-sufficiency, 
reverence for the land, and a desire to live in an 
all-male, non-sectarian Christian religious 
environment. 

"The Brotherhood holds a special appeal for gay 
men," said Don Graves, a journalist who helped 
found the group. "Gay people can be born into 
unaccepting families, but here we are creating a 
family by choice. A religious goal of caring for one 
another is important to us.” 

Members would sustain the community by 
equally sharing the group’s work and financial 
responsibilities and performing activities like 
animal husbandry, blacksmithing, woodworking, 
weaving, pottery and agriculture. 

"People who come to the brotherhood feel a 
need to care for and nurture the earth, and find 
satisfaction from learning a new craft,’ said 


Graves. Each person has a specific function and 
role in our community.” 

To maintain an intimate familial atmosphere, 
the group targets a membership of 15, Graves said. 
Extra members would form a similar satellite 
community and an all-women’s sister farm would 
be created if the need exists, he said. 

The brotherhood being built from scratch 
differs from a religious farming sect like the 
Amish in that the more established protestant 
group leads a way of life unchanged since about 
1900, said Graves. His group is non-sectarian 
Christian and emulates 18th century dress and 
way of life, he said. 

The Christiansbrunn Brotherhood is hoping to 
end a two year search for land by buying a farm 
this summer. Soaring land prices in the area are 
forcing the brothers to seek a home in the Berks 
County vicinity. Members would probably have to 
continue working other jobs in the years before 
the enterprise would begin to support itself, said 
Graves. | 

'We feel we can be a model of how to care for 
the earth in a thoughtful and understanding 
way,’ Graves said. "I don’t think the whole planet 
should go back to the 18th century, but this is one 
way to create a model of ecological soundness and 
self- sufficiency.”

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Educate the House of Representatives

Quick. What are the Seven Noahite Laws? If you 
don’t know, don’t worry; you’re in good company. It 
seems that not many Congress members know 
either. But that didn’t stop over 200 of them from 
co-endorsing a non-binding resolution that said 
that an ethical and moral education based on the 
Seven Noahite Laws would be a good thing for all 
Americans to have. 

Ready for the twist? According to Episcopal Rev. 
Jim Colquhoun, chaplain of Easton Hospital, two of 
the seven Noahite laws contain the doctrines of 
capital punishment (an eye for an eye, a tooth for 
a tooth), and sex for procreation only (and 
certainly not for homosexuals). 

And yet, many of the Congress members who 
endorsed this resolution also endorsed a resolution 
a year ago in favor of Gay Rights. And the ones we 
checked with arent in favor of capital 
punishment, either. 

The resolution, called Education Day USA. 
(Resolution number 470) was introduced by House 
Majority Leader Congressman Thomas Foley of 
Washington (D) and was passed by a voice vote on 
February 28th, 1988 The preamble of the 
resolution discussed the merits of a moral and 
ethical education based on the Noahite Laws, while 
the main body of the resolution proposed honoring 
the birthday of Rabbi Menachem Mendel 
Schneerson, the 66-year-old current leader of the 
conservative Jewish Lubavitch movement. 

Among the congress members who endorsed 
both the Education Day resolution and the Gay 
Rights resolution (Number 709, February 24, 1987), 
are Bill Coyne (D) of Pittsburgh, Pete Kostmayer (D) 
of Bucks County, Tom Foglietta (D) of Philadelphia, 
and Barney Frank (D), an openly gay congressman 
from Massachusetts.

"Il hadn’t really paid much attention to {the 
section of the resolution which discussed the 


_Noahite Laws)” said Frank, "but my interpretation 


was that the resolution is not an endorsement of 
those principles. I don’t see anything wrong with 
supporting an indvidual.” 

He did not respond when asked if he knew what 
the Noahite Laws were. 

Kostmayer’s press secretary John Seager didn’t 
know what the laws were, but did not think the 
issue was an important one. "A resolution is 


non-binding and doesn’t give any power,’ he said. 


"It’s just an attractive wall—hanging suitable for 
framing. It wasn’t agreement or disagreement; it’s 
simply a pat on the back that says the 
Congressman recognizes the rabbi.’ 

As for the contradiction, Seager is not 
concerned: "You can usually find contradictions in 
the same resolution,” he said. "You don’t have to 
compare two resolutions to find that.” 

The congressional aide who first spotted the 
contradiction between many Congress members’ 
stances on gay rights and capital punishment, and 
the Education Day resolution, called Foley’s office 
and found that even he, the one who introduced 
the resolution, did not know what the Noahite 
Laws were. 

Does the Education Day resolution indicate 
congressional appproval of capital punishment 
and disavowal of gay rights? "It depends on 
whether you think supporters of the resolution 
wanted it passed to garner support for the Seven 
Noahite Laws or to say happy birthday to the 
rabbi,’ said the aide. And if it was the latter, why 
did they call it Education Day USA.? If we could 
have a Snow White Week resolution last year, they 
could have called this one ‘Happy Birthday Rabbi 
Day." Ps

AIDS Running Rampant 
in Heterosexual Community

Dr. Willaim Masters and Virginia Johnson, noted 
sex researchers have released a contorversial book, 
Crests: Heterosexual Behavior in the age of 
AIDS. 

Upon the release of Crisis..., the pair 
were met with a storm of criticism for failing to 
first submit their results to scientific review. In 
defense, Johnson declared, 'Do we have to wait and 
wait to speak out?’ 

To the medical—-research community, the 
Masters and Johnson claim that the AIDS epidemic 
is "running rampant in the heterosexual 
community” was bad science but slick marketing. 
An elaborate press conference, a cover story in 
Newsweek and distribution by the Los Angeles

Times Syndicate were timed to coincide with the 
book’s publication. According to a spokesperson 
for the AIDS Commission, the researchers said 
their publisher had pressured them not to discuss 
the study in advance of this carefully 
orchestrated release. 

Controversy has swirled around Masters and 
Johnson for more than two decades. Though noted 
for their innovative studies in human sexual 
physiology and pioneering work in sex therapy, 
they have rarely submitted their studies to 
scientific journals, where the works must pass the 
scrutiny of experts in the field before being 
published.

Experts say that the main problem with 
Masters and Johnson’s a;arming AIDS data is that 
their sample is not representative of the antion as 
a whole. The sex researchers, along with co-author 
Dr. Robert Kolodny, studied 800 people in New York, 
Los Angeles, St. Louis, and Atlanta; 400 who claimed 
to be monogamous and 400 who claimed to have 
had at least six sex partners a year for the 
previous five years. The participants further 
stated in questionnaires that they had not 
engaged in homosexual activity or used drugs. 
Only one of the monogamous subjects was found 
infected with the virus, compared with 24 or 6 
percent in the sexually active group, a rate 5 to 10 
times higher than that found in patients at 
clinics for sexually transmitted diseases, a 
high-risk population. 

The authors admist that their sample isn’t a 
scientifically drawn sample and that their results 
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"cannot easily be generalized.’ The author still 
used this sample to come up with data to assert 
That AIDS is spreading rapidly and that 200,000 
heterosexuals in the US. are now infected, not the 
30,000 estimated by the Centers for Disease Control. 

The book also came under fire for suggesting 
that AIDS can be spread by casual contact: toilet 
seats, food, contact sports and the like. The 
authors question the safety of the blood supply 


and suggest the mandatory vlood testing of people 
getting marriage licenses may be necessary to 


stem the epidemic. Experts along with Surgeon 
General Koop say there is no evidence to support 
any of these conclusions. 

Many scientific experts say that the study 
would most probably not have survived the 
scrutiny of experts in the field, and this is 
probably why the authors avioded publication in 
the medical journals. Py)

Remember Johnny Depp (''21 Jump Street’) as the 
cute, young record salesman in Partsng Glances? 
Finishing up his list of things he wanted most in 
life was "a farmhouse in Bucks County.’ That's 
probably so he could spend a lazy Sunday 
afternoon (or any other time of the week) visiting 
New Hope. 

About an hour's drive from the Lehigh Valley

The town abounds with delightful restaurants, 
shops and bars. (It should be noted that while some 
establishments are expecially known for being 
"gay, it doesn’t seem as though there is any place 
that is totally straight,’ and no one seems to 
care.) My favorite stores include As Time Goes by 
(on 202 North, a few doors before it meets the main

furnishings (kitchenware, lamps, bric—a—brac) 
from the 20s and '30s, but which has now 


expanded to include merchandise form the ’40s° 


and ’0s. 

For clothing, there’s Leslie’s, a boutique that 
served as the model for the store where Madonna 
left hercoat in Desperately Seeking Susan. 

The main drag also offers many, many shops of 
all sorts where one can buy books, card, antiques, 
crafts, jewelry, and vintage clothing, including the 
military helmet or feather boa just right for any 
proper social occasion. 

Restaurants tend to be chic and trendy. 
Havana's got good jazz starting at 8:00 pm, and 
Mother’s boasts a fabulous deli assortment. The 
Lambertville Hotel is just across the bridge, and 
has a good bar with the best looking body builders 
serving drinks in town. Carla’s, on West Mechanic 
St, has light fare and plenty of gay customers, 
while Zadar’s, next to the Bucks County Playhouse, 
offers outside eating and night dancing, but is less 
gay than the others. 

Speaking of the Bucks County Playhouse, it 
offers some of the best semi-professional theater 
in the area. But it sells out quickly, so call from 
home to make reservations. 

New Hope’s main gay watering holes begin just 
north of town, paradoxically out on Route 202 
South (the southbound highway heads north 
before it goes south). First there’s The Raven, where 
the crowd is “mature” and mostly male. Their 
newly redesigned restaurant offers an excellent, 
though somewhat highly priced, menu. The dark 
paneled bars are adorned with late Victorian and 
Edwardian memorabilia, the bartenders are cute 
and friendly, and the drinks are especially potent. 
Motel rooms are attached to the main building 
and the pool and cabana bar open Memorial Day.

About a block up the road is the New Prelude, 
now offering lunches and a quiet intimate lounge.

Greetings: 


Clearly the bottom line for any candidate running for 
office is to get at least one more vote than his opponent. 
All the finances, time, phone calls, debates, endorse- 
ments, ads and literature are aimed at that one goal. 
Anything that doesn’t produce votes is wasted 
energy. These are the cold facts of politics. 

A survey taken by the Lambda Center after the last elec- 
tion shows that over 70% of our mailing list votes. That is 
high for any voting bloc. In elections on any level, that 
amounts to a 7% available bloc. That is sizeable. Many 
elections are decided on the basis of 4% or less. That 
means that if the Lehigh Valley’s Gay and Lesbian 
constituency voted together we could impact al- 
most all local races and many state races. 

Sounds simple, right? 

Wrong. 

Few local candidates are willing to take the bold risk of 
seeking the support of the Gay and Lesbian community 
because we're invisible at the polls. We’re not racially 
homogeneous...we re not all senior citizens...you can’t
